DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the RCE filed 29 November 2007. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 and 17-61 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record neither teaches nor suggests the claimed method for the continuous manufacture of 
wood material boards having a textured surface on at least one side, especially including using 
a metal mesh belt having a thermal conductivity higher than that of a corresponding steel belt. 

The declaration filed 29 November 2007, and also attorney's arguments filed 29 
November 2007, see pages 12-14, are persuasive as to the lack of combinability of the prior art 
of record.
